Alderman Fifield and others claim 


that the street near Wheeler street is 
being cut too deep and that it injures 
the property on the east side of the 
street by leaving it too higrTso that it 
will be impossible to reach, it • by team. 
They allege that it is being graded !out 
to a depth of fully three feet. ' . 


The do not blame Contractor Watson 


for they say he is merely following the 
city grade. 
To remedy the present 


existing trouble is now a question that 
is bothering the city fathers as well as 
the interested property owners. 


Mayor Eichardson stated this morn- 


ing that he; did not want to see the city 
involved in any trouble but that he 
thought this a poor time to bring the 
matter up after grading had commenced. 
The property owners along South Main 
street, he said, knew all about the es- 
tablished grade before work commenced 
as the grade was established in 1896.

TO BE ESTABLISHED 


EXPERIMENT. TO BE^TRJED 


ABOUT MILTON JUNCTION. 


Congressman Coope^ and Superintend- 


ent Henry Casson Visit Milwaukee 
For the Purpose of Making Arrange- 


• ments—Will Reach Many Farmers 
—The A vantage Afforded By System 


The first free rural mail delivery<j:oute 


to. be established in the First congres- 
sional district will soon be established. 


Mi!wau.kee..papers say that Congress- 


man Hal Cooper 6E Eacibe ,and Henry 
GasBon,.superintendent1 of the'rural free 
delivery department, spent tbe greater 
part of the day yesterday in Milwaukee 
in making preparations to establish the 
first free ronto. The' route will extend 
over a circuit'of about twenty-three 
miles, north, west, south .and.east, from 
Milton Junction and returning '. to'., the 
same point. The route will provide'free 
delivery daily to 230 families, the larg- 
est number of families served by 
any 


route in Wisconsin. To a Journal rr.an 
M r . Cooper/said:

. "The rural free delivery' 'eyste'nv-Js 
proving highly, successful and the mem- 
bers of the farming communities are 
appreciating the valuo of the service. 
Eural delivery is a paying investment 
for the government,' I believe, for it 
greatly increases the use of the mails. 
People write more letters when they can 
have them taken up promptly and get 
replies promptly.- About the only ex- 
pense of a rural delivery route is that of 
the carrier, who received. $400 a year, 
and the increased expense of such a 
route is not that, for each route natur- 
ally reduces the expense to the 'govern- 
ment of some small postoffioe. 
It is re- 


markable the increase in the number of 
daily papers taken which follows the 


j establishment of these delivery routes. 
' Mr. Casson tells me that on one route 
sighty Milwaukee pupers and twenty- 
two St. Paul papers were added to the 
lists."

In a few days she will 


Wiigl) anchor at the Mare Island navy 
yard and sail .out of the Golden Gate 
for a cruise around the Horn to New 
York. She is to be used as a scboolsliip 
on which young Americans 'will be 
trained to be good all around sailors 
for .Uncle Sam's navy. 


In 1894, when the Hartford entered 


the drydoek at Mare Island, a mere 
hulk that seemed destined to decay in 
"Rotten Row," a strong effort ; was 
made by leading citizens of the Pacific 
slope to have the government restore 
the' old boat and .keep her either at the 
navy yard or at San Francisco as a 
permanent exhibit for the stimulus of 
, patriotism, as -Nelson's flagsbip Vic- 
tory is preserved in England.'. The 
scheme failed for lack of influential 
backing, and as a substitute congress 
decided to repair the vessel and make 
her a training ship for sailors. 


For five years the wprk'has dragged 


along, but .now it is practically com- 
pleted. In the. years that the Hartford 
has been in the hands of carpenters at 
Mare Island navy yard the old ship 
has 
be.en;.. entirely reconstructed, so 


that the only original timbers left in 
her are solid oak planks that formed

Account Sent by Gen. 
White Kvgardtni; 


Monday's Engagement. 


London, Nov. 1.—The British war 


office'has made public a dispatch re- 
ceived from Gen. White, describing the 
operations of Monday, as follows: 


"Ladysmith, 
Oct. 
31.—Took 
out 


from .Ladysmith a. brigade of mounted 
troops, two brigade divisions of the 
Royal artillery, the Natal field battery 
^r-f'v-f- brigades of infantry to rec.on- 


noiter in force! the enemy's'main posl- 


i tiqn to the north ,and, if opportunity 


should offer, to capture the hill behind 
Farquh'ar's farm, which had .the pre-. 
vious day been held 'in strength by the' 
enemy.. In connection with this ad- 
vance a column, consisting 
of 
the 


Tenth Mountain < artillery,,, tour hiilf- 
companies of the Gloucesters and six 
companies of the Royal Irish Fusiliers 
the whole under Lieut.-Col. 
Carlton 


and Major Adye, deputy assistant ad- 
jutant general, was dispatched at 11 
p. m. the 29th to march by eight up 
Bell's Spruit and 
seize Nicholson's 


Nek-or some position near Nicholson's 
Nek, 
thus turning the enemy's right 


flank.

"The main advance was successful- 


ly carried out, tlis objective of the at- 
tack being found evacuated, and an 
artillery duel between our field bat-, 
teries and the enemy's guns of the po- 
sition, and- Maxims is understood to 
have caused heavy loss to the enemy; 
The re^.onnoiBance forced the'enemy to 
fully disclose his position aiifl, after 
a strong counter attack on our right, 
the infantry brigade and cavalry had 
been repulsed, the troops were slowly 
withdrawn to camp, pickets being left 
on observation. 
Late in 'tho engage- 


ment the 
naval contingent, under 


Capt. Lambton ol H. M. S. Powerful, 
came into action and silenced . with 
extremely accurate fire the enemy's 
guns of position. 


"The circumstances which attended 


the movements of Lieut.-Col. Carlton's 
column are not yet fully known, but 
from reports received the column ap- 
pears to have carried out the night 
march unmolested until within two 
miles of Nicholson's Nek. At this 
point two bowlders rolled from the hill 
and a few rifle shots stampeded the in- 
fantry ammunition'mules. The stam- 
pede spread .to the -battery\mules, 
which broke loose from their leaders 
and got away with .practically the 
whole of the gun equipment and the 
greater 
portion 
ot the 
regimental 


small-arm ammunition. 
The reserve 


was similarly lost. . 


"The infantry battalions, however, 


fixed bayonets and, accompanied by the 
personnel of the artillery, seized a hill 
on the lefrof ^h.e two road, two miles 
from the Nek, with but little opposi- 
tion.-'There they remained uumoles:ert 
till dawn, the time being occupied in 
organizing the defense of the hill and 
constructing.-stone sangars and walla 
as cover from fire. At dawn a skirm- 
ishing attack on our position was com- 
menced by the enemy, but made no 
way until 9:30 a. m., when strong re- 
enforcements enabled them to rush to 
ihe attack with great energy.

"At 3 p. m.'-'onf ammunition was 


practically exhausted,' the- position, was 
captured and the survivors of itie col- 
umn- fell into the enemy's han;1s.' The 
enemy treated our wounded with hu- 
manity, Gen. Joubert at once dispatch- 
ing "a letter to me offering a'safe con- 
duct to doctors and ambulances to re- 
.move the wounded!. A medical officer 
and parties to render first aid to the 
wounded were dispatched to tbe scene 
''of action from Ladysmith last night, 
and the ambulance at dawn this morn- 
ing. 


"The want of success of the col- 


umn was clue to the misfortune of the 
mules stampeding and the consequent 
loss of the guns and small-arm am- 
munition reserve. 


"The official list of casualties and 


prisoners will be reported shortly. The 
latter are understood to have been, sent 
by rail to Pretoria.

MANY B U I L D I N G S COLLAPSED. 


Half a Block Adjoining; Comes .'to. .the 


Ground from the EITecta of the Shock

Somewhat of a Mystery. 


Chicago, Nov. 2.—An explosion ot 


mill dust in the New England mills, 
at 
145 and 
147 West Lake street, 


at 4:45 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
wrecked ha'lf a block o£ 'buildings and 
caused the loss of five lives-.( • F. S. 
Hanson, owner of the mills, v*as killed, 
and three men are missing^ and are 
supposed to have -been crushed to 
death under the Jailing walls. An un- 
known woman was seen standing in 
front of the six-story building adjoin- 
ing (the mill just as the front walls 
fell into the street. She was heard-to 
cry out in terror, but- before any. one 
could get to the' spot the walls of 
other buildings began falling, and the 
sidewalks and str«et became piled up 
with debris. 


To add to the disaster, the ruins- 


caught fire fror* the mill boilers, and 
stopped any attempt to search for the 
bodies if the dead for several hours.

The body of P. S. Hanson, proprietor 


of the mills, was taken from the ruins 
at 9:30 o'clock last, night.

Dozens of people had narrow escapes 


from death. • Several were more or less 
injured by falling bricks and timbers. 
Probably fifty people were employed 
in and about the- wrecked buildings, 
and it is regarded as almost miracu- 
lous that more lives were not lost.
